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FOREWORD 


The Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council undertook to 
develop contacts with the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences in 1979 
and signed an agreement a year later to respond to the aspirations of 
Canadian scholars and universities engaged in Chinese studies. It is 
a modest agreement but, given the difficulties of conducting research 
in China at this early stage of their research development in the 
humanities and social sciences, it is not unreasonable. We therefore 


believe that the agreement represents an important achievement and 
hope that Canadian scholars will take full advantage of it. 


With this in mind, the SSHRC immediately approved the terms 
of the agreement upon the return of the delegation and announced a 
Spring competition for the fiscal year 1981. I am pleased to report 
that 13 applications were received for 373 research months. 


The Selection Committee met on April 22, and 8 awards were 
granted for a total of 15 research months (60 person/weeks). 


The next competition will be held in the fall of 1981, and 
awards will be announced in the winter for research in 1982. 


In exchange, Chinese scholars will be interested in studies 
in Canada. The SSHRC will seek the full collaboration of Canadian 
scholars and universities to assist them in their research program. 

It is our hope that this new agreement will be a strong force in the 
enrichment of scholarship in both our countries.

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INTRODUCTION 


On November 10, 1980, the President of the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council (SSHRC), André Fortier, accompanied by two 
Canadian scholars, Professor E.G. Pulleyblank of the Department of 
Asian Studies at the University of British Columbia, Vancouver, and 
Professor Jerome Ch'en of the Department of History at York 
University, Toronto, undertook a visit to China at the invitation of 
the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences (CASS). 


The main objective of the visit was the negotiation of an 
exchange agreement in the form of a memorandum of understanding 
between the CASS and the SSHRC, to facilitate the movement of scholars 
between the two countries. This followed an exploratory visit of the 
Director of the Office of International Relations of the SSHRC 
(Mireille Badour) a year earlier, during which the representatives of 
the Chinese Academy expressed an interest in the development of an 
exchange agreement with the Council. The delegation therefore spent 
the first week of its visit in Beijing during which no less than five 
meetings took place, leading to the signature of a formal agreement on 
November 15. The first chapter covers the negotiations and the text 
of the agreement appears in Appendix A, in English, French and 
Chinese. 


Between the negotiation meetings the members of the 
delegation met, most of the time separately, with Chinese scholars of 
the CASS in Beijing with a view to establishing contacts and 
evaluating to some degree the research facilities which can be useful 
to Canadian scholars. 


Our visit to Beijing was followed by a quick tour of five 
cities, Xian, Chongqing, Chengdu, Nanjing and Shanghai. For Xian and 
Chongqing, the delegation separated into two groups. In the various 
cities, we were received by the Provincial Academies of Social 
Sciences which maintain close links with the National Academy in 
Beijing but seem to operate autonomously. Arrangements were made 
during this tour to visit universities, colleges, museums, libraries 
and archives. As in Beijing, when we visited institutions, we had in 
mind to establish contacts and to obtain useful information on 
research opportunities and difficulties in China. Chapter II provides 
a summary report of these visits. Chapter III contains a number of 
points of information which may be useful to Canadian scholars and 
institutions in planning or developing scholarly research in China. 
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CHAPTER I - THE MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING WITH 
THE CHINESE ACADEMY OF SOCIAL SCIENCES 


Before going to China, the Council had made a proposal for an 
agreement which was patterned on similar agreements between the 
Council and its counterparts in other countries - for example, the 
agreement between the SSHRC and the Japan Society for the Promotion of 
Science. Following were the essential features of our proposal. 


a) The exchange of scholars to conduct research and to 
give lectures in the humanities and social sciences for up to 20 
person-months in any one year. 


b) The facilitation of access to scholarly materials, libraries and 
archives for the visiting scholars. 


c) The encouragement of exchange of scholarly publications and 
documentary material. 


d) The sharing of costs, as follows: the sending party would cover 
the cost of estimated travel for its scholars; the receiving 
party would cover the living expenses and domestic travel costs of 
the visiting scholars. 


The Chinese Academy had reacted positively to the proposal 
but drew attention to a number of complex administrative problems 
which could be resolved only through direct negotiations. However, it 
also indicated that the 20 person-month proposal was too much and 
suggested a maximum of 40 person-weeks. 


A few weeks before our departure, the Joint Centre on 
Modern East Asia of the University of Toronto and York University held 
a workshop on social science research in China and made a number of 
recommendations to the SSHRC on its proposals and the initial reaction 
of the Chinese Academy. Later, on its way to China, the delegation 
met with a number of scholars engaged in Chinese studies at the 
University of British Columbia. Essentially, these two groups 
suggested to the Council and to the delegation that the 40 person- 
weeks proposed by the Chinese Academy would not be sufficient for the 
needs of the Canadian scholars interested in Chinese studies. Some 
even stated that our proposal of 20 person-months was too modest to 
start with. They therefore encouraged the delegation to try to 
convince the Chinese Academy that we needed more visit time than the 
40 person-weeks proposed by it. They also recommended that a new 
article be included in the agreement to allow for recommended scholars 
- that is, scholars who have secured separate funding but who still 
need assistance from an official Chinese sponsoring organization - to 
have access to research facilities and materials, and to find a host 
unit in China. Both groups insisted on the question of access to 
research materials and facilities and emphasized the need to be 
specific in the terms of the agreement. At the UBC meeting, scholars 


expressed the view that the exchange should be open to all scholars 
teaching in Canadian universities whether they have Canadian 
citizenship or permanent resident status, as is generally the case in 
other Council programs. Since we had not defined the meaning of 
"Canadian scholar’ an the jterms of our proposal. we undertook to 
discuss this issue with the representatives of the Chinese Academy. 

At the workshop of the Joint Centre in Toronto some emphasis was given 
to the need to consider other types of visits, such as 1) half-work, 
half-study, 2) short lecture-research tours, 3) return visits, but 
more specitically to clarity ‘the ditficult, question of field trips. 
Other concerns voiced during these meetings dealt mostly with 
administrative matters, such as accommodation, living expenses and the 
selection process, all of which the delegation undertook to take into 
account in its negotiations, where practicable. 


As stated earlier in this report, the negotiations took a 
large part of our first week in China but the delegation is pleased to 
report that a Memorandum of Understanding was formally signed on 
November 15, 1980, between Vice-President Zhang Youyu of the Chinese 
Academy of Social Sciences and André Fortier, President of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research Council. The text of the Memorandum 
appears in Appendix A in English, French and Chinese. 


After many discussions, including a meeting with 
Vice-Premier Bo Yibo and Madame Wang Guangmei, Head of the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs (CASS), it was agreed to accept an increase in the 
number of person-weeks of visit time from 40 to 60. Knowing the 
housing difficulties and the many activities of the Academy's 
International Division, the delegation was deeply appreciative of this 
positive response. It is now important that Canadian scholars show 
their interest and apply to the SSHRC to make use of the visit time 


allowed. The 1981 competition has already been held, following the 
announcement of the Agreement in December 1980, and we hope that the 


visit time will be fully used. 


It is not our intention to comment on every point of the 
agreement in this report but suffice it to indicate a) that the 
Chinese Academy agreed to include a new section for the recommended 
scholars (Article V); b) that an out-of-pocket allowance of 100 yuan 
per day was added to room and board for Canadian scholars in China 
(Article IV, sub-section 2 b); c) that while the term "Canadian 
scholars" was not defined specifically in the Memorandum of 
Understanding, it was clear that the Chinese Academy would not 
normally accept scholars under the Agreement who were not Canadian 
citizens, although they might consider exceptional cases. Much 
attention was also given to the type of visits to be covered in the 
agreement and emphasis was given to those involving research. Field 
trips remain a difficulty to be resolved at the time of acceptance of 
the application by the receiving country. It is to be noted that the 
agreement is not aimed at facilitating the organization of lectures 
and that if any are given they are not to be remunerated. 


On the whole, the delegation believes the exchange 
agreement is workable and will provide reasonable facilities for 
Canadian scholars who are engaged in Chinese studies. We shall 
comment on this further in Chapter III. 
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CHAPTER II - VISITS TO RESEARCH INSTITUTES 
AND UNIVERSITIES IN CHINA 


A delegation of three, composed of two practising Canadian scholars 
with their own fields of specialization and interests and the 
President of the SSHRC, could not aspire to obtain, in two weeks, all 
the information which would be necessary to present a comprehensive 
Overview of research possibilities in China that are of interest to 
scholars in the humanities and social sciences. In any case, a 
delegation of U.S. social scientists and humanists had visited China a 
year earlier with this broader objective in mind. We would recommend 
that interested Canadian scholars refer to the report 1 of the United 
States delegation for general background information. 


Nevertheless, we made some interesting visits and we 
believe that our findings, although modest in scope, may be useful to 
Canadian scholars in developing their own research interests and 
establishing their contacts. This chapter is therefore a factual 
summary of the more important visits reported on separately by 
Professors Pulleyblank and Ch'en. The reports cover visits to nine 
institutes of the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences in Beijing, a 
visit to archaeological sites in Xian, visits to the Southwest 
Teachers' College in Chongqing, the University of Sichuan in Chengdu, 
the University of Nanjing and the Number 2 Archive in Nanjing, the 
Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences and the Shanghai Teachers' 
College, and a separate visit to the Institute of Law by André 
Fortier. The list of names of the Chinese scholars met during these 
visits appears in Appendix B. 


A - Report by E.G. Pulleyblank 


The strict limitations of this report should be made clear at the 


outset. It is the product of interviews carried out during a rather 
hastily arranged two-week tour of five centres only - Beijing, Xian, 
Chengdu, Nanjing and Shanghai. Following own special interests, I 


placed my main emphasis on three fields (linguistics, pre-modern 
history and archaeology), leaving other subjects - modern history, 
social sciences, law, etc. - either to be covered by other members of 
the party or not at all. Thus, literature was scarcely touched on by 
any of us, nor did we investigate the fields of fine arts and music 
which fall outside the definition of social sciences as applied in the 


CASS.

The best advice to those seeking more specific information in 
particular fields seems to be, a) to read the journals and other 
current publications in order to become acquainted with the names of 
those who are active in publishing and what they are doing, b) to make 
personal contacts with Chinese scholars through correspondence. Our 
general impression, confirming what others have found, is that Chinese 
scholars are very eager at present to make contacts with foreign 
scholars. Conditions do, however, vary greatly from place to place 
and in different fields, and they are changing rapidly. The success 
of a particular project is likely to be directly proportional to the 
care with which advance preparations have been made. 


Archaeology 

The achievements of post-liberation archaeology in China have been 
widely publicized even among the lay public in the West. A major 
exhibition was sent to Paris in 1973 and later visited London, 
Toronto, and centres in the United States, and only last spring an 
important exhibition of newly excavated bronzes was sent to the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York. The speed of publication of new 
discoveries has been quite impressive, though there is bound to be a 
backlog in a field that is developing so rapidly. Archaeology 
remained relatively in favour during the Cultural Revolution and 
recovered more quickly than other disciplines from the turmoil of 
those years. Many U.S. and other foreign archaeologists have visited 
China in recent years and have been able to visit sites and talk to 
Chinese colleagues. Chinese archaeologists have also gone abroad, for 
example, to attend the symposium held at the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York in June 1980 in connection with the above-mentioned 
exhibition. 


During our trip, André Fortier and I visited two 
archaeological sites in the vicinity of Xian, the neolithic 
excavations at Banpo and the tomb of Qin Shihuangdi, in the company of 
Mr. Wu Zirong of the Shaanxi Academy of Social Sciences. At the 
latter site, we observed the work that is still in progress, 
excavating the huge pit of life-size earthenware figures guarding the 
eastern approach to the tomb. Preliminary surveys have been made on 
the surface of the grave mound itself but there are no immediate plans 
to open it. Though it is known that the tomb was sacked when the Qin 
capital was captured after the fall of the dynasty, Mr. Wu expressed 
the view that only the surface structures may have been destroyed and 
that the underground chambers may still contain valuable relics. We 
shall, however, have to contain our impatience for the time being. 


In Chengdu, Nanjing and Shanghai we visited provincial and 
municipal museums and, besides seeing well presented displays covering 
all aspects of Chinese archaeology, learned something about the 
responsibility of museums for archaeology at the provincial and local 
level. Unfortunately, because of a flight delay, time did not permit 
a visit to the important museum at Xian. 


In Beijing, I visited the Archaeological Institute of the 
CASS, which is the principal centre for major archaeological 
enterprises in the country as a whole. I was received by the 
distinguished director, Xia Nai, whom I had previously met in Paris in 
1956 and in New York in June 1980. I was informed that the Institute 
has a staff of over 200, about half of whom are research personnel. 
It has a library and a small museum, which I visited, with a 
representative collection of artifacts from sites all over the 
country, especially for the prehistoric and early historic periods. 
Its radiocarbon laboratory was the first to be established in China. 
It was on the point of going into operation at the beginning of the 
Cultural Revolution but was unable to publish any results for a number 
of years. It has now been modernized and a thermoluminescence 
facility has recently been added. There are now at least six other 
radiocarbon labs in the country. 


Besides its staff in Beijing, the Institute has permanent 
stations at Anyang, Luoyang and Xian and sends teams to other sites 
from time to time. 


As already mentioned, other archaeological enterprises are 
carried out throughout the country by provincial museums. These are 
licensed by the National Culture Bureau (Guojia wenwuju) in 
consultation with the Institute. Archaeology is a subject of study 
now available in several universities and this provides recruits for 
the Institute, where they receive further training. 


A Chinese Society of Archaeology was organized in 1979 and 
was due to hold its second annual meeting in Wuhan the week after our 
visit to Beijing. The founding of such societies is an important new 


development in many fields of study. 


I asked Xia Nai whether there was any interest in sending 
young Chinese archaeologists abroad to enrich their experience and 
learn new techniques and ideas. He answered that in principle this 
would be desirable. He himself was trained in England in egyptology. 
In present circumstances, however, he felt it was unlikely that 
Chinese archaeologists would be sent abroad because of the many urgent 
tasks that had to be undertaken at home, tasks which required the 
employment of all available personnel. I gained the impression that 
the opposite possibility, namely, of foreign (including Canadian) 
archaeologists observing or taking part in digs in China was not out 
of the question but would have to be negotiated. 


Pre-modern History 

The rebirth of historical studies after the fall of the Gang of Four 
was reported on by Frederick Wakeman in China Quarterly, December 
1978, and Hok-lam Chan has given a survey of the present state of 
research on Pre-modern History (down to the Opium War) in the 
Thurston-Parker Report (SSRC, New York June 1980). 
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Two representatives of the Institute of History of the CASS 
(along with two representatives of the Institute of Linguistics, see 
below) came one morning to the Beijing Hotel. They were Li Xueqin, a 
specialist in palaeography and pre-Qin history whom I had met 
previously at a symposium in Berkeley on the Ma Wang Dui silk 
manuscripts, and Song Jiayu, a Tang specialist. The Institute has a 
staff of about 200 and is divided into 11 sections: 1) Pre-Qin 
history, 2) History of the warring states, Qin and Han, 3) History of 
Wei Jin, Nanbet chao, Sur and Tang, 4)' History of Song, ‘Liao, din and 
Yuan, 5)? History of Ming, 6) History of Qing 7) (History sof thought, 
8) Historical geography, 9) Palaeography and ancient documents, 10) 
History of the relations between China and foreign countries, 11) 
History of costume. Among the major projects being undertaken by the 
Institute are: 1) a large compendium of oracle bone inscriptions, 2) 
a seven-volume history of China, of which three volumes have already 
been published, 3) a historical atlas of China, of which one volume 
has been published, 4) a historical encyclopaedia of China (organized 
but not “carried out “by the Institute), “5) "a pictorial collection of 
Chinese cultural relics (Zhongguo lishi wenwu tuji), 6) a history of 
central Asia, sponsored by Unesco and edited by Wang Zhishu, 7) a 
history of Chinese peasant wars (Zhongguo nongmin zhanzheng shi), 8) 
an outline history of Chinese thought (Zhongguo sixiang shigang) by 
Hou Wailu, 9) a history of costume by Shen Congwen, to be published in 
Hong Kong. In addition, each section has its own research projects. 
For example, among the topics. of research in the Sui and T'ang section 
are class relations, economic life, peasant uprisings, nationalities, 
the political system, Dunhuang and Turfan. 


The work of the Institute of History is, of course, only a 
fraction of the research on pre-modern Chinese history that is being 
carried on even in Beijing. Besides the universities, which we did 
not. visit, various other Institutes carry on research on various 
aspects of pre-modern China. For example, at the Institute of World 
Religions we learned of work in progress on 1) a history of Chinese 
Buddhism (first volume in press, six more planned), 2) an outline 
history of Christianity in China (one volume already published), 3) a 
projected history of Islam in China. At the Institute of Minorities 
we were told that a Brief History of Minorities is being produced, to 
be completed by 1983.2 


The historical section of the Shaanxi Academy of Social 
Sciences specializes in the history of Tang, while that of the Sichuan 
Academy is concerned mainly with the history of Sichuan from Ming and 
Qing to the present. At Sichuan University, special emphasis is given 
to four fields: 1) pre-Qin history, 2) history of Wei, Jin and Nanbei 
chao, 3) local history of Sichuan, 4) history of the Southwestern 
Minorities. The Jiangsu Academy of Social Sciences in Nanjing has

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eight researchers in the history section, to whom four new recruits 
will shortly be added. Studies are being carried on in ancient, 
modern and contemporary Chinese history and in world history. 
Particularly worthy of attention are studies on the "sprouts of 
capitalism" in Ming and Qing in and around Suzhou, for which rich 
materials are found on stone inscriptions. There is no plan to 
publish a catalogue of these inscriptions but selected items will be 
published.3 


We were unable to arrange a visit to Fudan University in 
Shanghai but we did visit Shanghai Shifan Xueyuan (Shanghai Teachers' 
College). The most important project on pre-modern history being 
carried on there is the preparation of a punctuated edition of the Xu 
Zizhitongjian changbian, an important source for Song history. ‘a 
Shanghai Shifan Daxue was the only institution in which I visited a 
library. In view of what I had heard about the chaotic condition of 
libraries in China after the Cultural Revolution, I was pleasantly 
Surprised to find the catalogue apparently in good order and good 
reading-room facilities available. Though not one of the major 
sinological libraries in the country, it has a good general collection 
for pre-modern studies, including some rarities. It also is said to 
have an exceptionally good collection of literature from the period 
between the two world wars, which I did not see. In Shanghai there 
is, of course, also the Shanghai Municipal Library, the second largest 
in the country, as well as the library of Fudan University, so 
Shanghai has much to offer as an alternative to Beijing in terms of 
research facilites. 


Linguistics 

Linguistics research seems to be more concentrated in Beijing than 
historical or even archaeological research. None of the provincial 
academies that we visited has a linguistics section. There are, to be 
sure, courses on Chinese linguistics taught in universities and a 
Chinese Linguistics Association has recently been organized on a 
nationwide basis. Important dictionary projects are being carried on 
under the auspices of the Linguistics Institute of the CASS in Sichuan 
(Dictionary of Chinese Characters, Hanyu da zidian) and Hubei 
(Dictionary of Chinese, Hanyu da cidian). Nevertheless, the main 
centre for scientific linguistic research remains in Beijing. 


Two representatives of the Linguistics Institute of the 
CASS visited me in the Beijing Hotel. They were Guan Xuechu and Wang 
Xian, both specialists on palaeography and Old Chinese. As mentioned 
above, the fact that it was a joint visit with representatives of the 
Institute of History limited the time available for pursuing questions 
in detail. The Institute was formed in 1950 and now has a personnel 
of 160. It is divided into seven sections: 1) Modern and 
Contemporary Chinese, 2) Old Chinese, 3) Dialects, 4) Phonetics,

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5) Machine Translation, 6) International Linguistic Information, 7) 
Lexicography. In addition, the Institute publishes two journals, 
Zhongguo yuwen (Chinese Linguistics) and Fangyan (Dialects), and has 
its own library. 


The work of the Institute appears to be mainly concentrated 
on the study of Chinese, ancient and modern, and to be rather 
traditional in its outlook and methods. Linguistic theory as such is 
left to the International Linguistic Information section. My 
informants expressed little interest in recent theoretical 
developments in the West. (On the other hand, I was told by students 
that there is interest in Transformational Grammar and other modern 
theories in departments of English in the universities.) I did not 
have an opportunity to find out what sort of work is being done in 
experimental phonetics. 


Studies on Chinese minority languages are the 
responsibility of the Institute of Nationalities which Professor Ch'en 
and I visited. The main projects now being undertaken are on 
Mongolian, Zhuang (the main Tai language of Guangxi), Miao and the 
languages of the southwestern minorities. The Institute publishes 
three journals, of which one, Minzu yuwen, is devoted -to linguistics. 
Minzu yanjiu (Nationalities Research) also deals with linguistic 
questions from time to time. The third journal, Minzu Yicong, which 
publishes materials in the minority languages, is at present 
classified as neibu so that it is not available to foreigners. The 
same is true in principle of the archives of materials on the minority 
languages that have been collected by the Institute since the 
liberation. Whether particular materials could be made available to a 
foreigner who came to Beijing to do research would be a matter for 
negotiation. The possibility of foreigners doing fieldwork in 
minority areas seems to be even more problematical, judging by the 
responses to our questions on this subject in our discussions in 
Chengdu.4 


The Student Exchange 

At Nanjing University we met a number of Canadian students, three of 
whom had been students of mine at the University of British Columbia. 
While the student exchange was not strictly speaking within the terms 
of reference of our delegation, some of their comments on their 
Situation may reflect conditions which more senior scholars will also 
have to face. Moreover, there are ways in which our students feel 
themselves at a disadvantage compared with United States students. 
These circumstances seem to be a function of the way in which academic 
exchanges with China in general are organized in the two countries and 
ought to be given consideration by the responsible authorities.

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On the whole the Canadian students at Nanjing felt that 
they were well situated. They found the university faculty interested 
and helpful. Their accommodation, though spartan by North American 
Standards, was regarded as adequate and they expressed satisfaction 
that they were able to have Chinese roommates, something that is not 
always easy to arrange at other universities. They remarked that 
visiting research scholars could expect accommodation of a lower 
standard than that of "foreign experts" who are employed by the 
university and, in some instances, are in Nanjing with their families. 


A major complaint of the Canadian students concerned their 
status. Though they were all graduates of Canadian universities, they 
did not have the status of "research students" (yanjiu sheng) enjoyed 
by their U.S. counterparts but were required to take courses and had 
limited library privileges. "Research students'' do not have to take 
courses and have a tutor assigned to them who can be of great 
assistance in gaining access to research materials. The Canadians 
were under the impression that this superior status was something that 
was provided for in the U.S. exchange agreement. The students 
acknowledged that the situation could be greatly ameliorated in 
individual instances through personal contacts with sympathetic 
teachers. 


The students reported that they had good access to the 
Shanghai City Library but found things much less satisfactory in 
Nanjing itself, where there was a closed stack system and an 
out-of-date catalogue. They complained that there were variable and 
seemingly arbitrary periods of borrowing for different books, though 
in general the period was two months, which would seem to be 
satisfactory. The situation is also helped by the existence of 
separate departmental libraries. One duplicating machine that gives 
good copy is available. The charge is YO.15 to 0.20 per page, which 
is a little more than the usual cost in Canada. 


The students felt that the U.S. selection process, prior 
briefing and follow-up were much better than what they had experienced 
in Canada. They noted that U.S. students not only received more 
briefing as a group before going to China but were also required to 
make detailed reports at the end of their stay in China for the 


benefit of the next group of students. 


B - Report by Jerome Ch'en 


The following has been prepared on the basis of facts gathered from 
each organization visited. It is designed to complement rather than 
repeat what is already in the U.S. report referred to on page 6. 
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Beijing 


1. Institute of Economics 

There are six Institutes of the CASS handling economic research: 
Economics, Industrial Economics, Agricultural Economics, 
Trade-Finance-Resources, Economics of Technology, and World 

Economies. The first deals with theoretical problems of political 
economy, problems of national economy, economic history and history of 
economic thought in four corresponding sections. Two new 
establishments are Economics of Technology (separated from the Section 
of National Economy) and Economy of Hong Kong and Macao. The research 
staff of this Institute is distributed thus: “politacal economy 19 
fellows (10) of whom are senior, i.e., fellows and associate fellows), 
National Economy 18 (5 seniors), Economic History 38 (16 seniors), and 
Economic Thought 14 (6 seniors). There are four or five fellows 
specializing in econometrics. 


The research plans of this Institute are given as follows. 


Economic thought: 

"History of pre-Qin economic thought" - a monograph;''Soviet 
Russian economic thought since Lenin and Stalin, including 
the reform after 1965" - no monograph is projected; 
"Western economic thought" - research in progress. 


Economic systems: 

Basic problems of the reform of China's political economic 
systems, with emphasis on their different components and 
the laws of value of commodity production. 


Chinese Economic History: 

Textile industry, mining, native banking, and land tenure, 
in both monographs and articles, culminating in an Outline 
History of Modern Chinese Economy, a work which has been 
carried on since 1953. 


National Economy: 
An anthology on the theoretical problems of socialist 
reproduction, schedules for 1981. 


Training of the economist 
At a university, the economist begins with the theory of political 


economy before enrolling in courses - e.g., industrial economics, 
history of industrial development, business organization, industrial 
structure, and business management. If he specializes in political 


economy, he goes on to study the history of economic thought, Western 
economic theories, current economic policies and so on. An 
econometrician is required to improve his training in mathematics and 
a test in mathematics was introduced in the graduation examination of 
economics last year. Although a statistician is a specialist the 
student majoring in economics is required to take a course of 
introductory statistics. 
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The deputy director of the Institute, Mr. Sun, leaves the 
impression that there are too many compulsory courses for the 
economics major and that rigid departmentalization in undergraduate 
training is a serious problem. As a result, the economics major knows 
hardly anything other than economics. 


Research materials 

There is a 500,000-volume library in the Institute, one of the major 
libraries of its kind. In addition, researchers can use the 
collections at Beijing and Nanjing libraries for their research on the 
Republican period as well as the Qing archives at the Historical 
Museum. At these places, there are complete or nearly complete runs 
of periodicals of Republican China. Cataloguing is being done 
vigorously. 


As for the materials after 1949, those which are published 
are open to visiting scholars. Up to 1957, the Great Leap Forward, 
statistical data were more systematic and reliable; thereafter, they 
were gross exaggerations and can be published only after careful 
verification. They will be made available to visiting scholars as 
soon as they are duly verified and when the Centre decides to open 
them. The statistical data of the Cultural Revolution period present 
a tough problem which at the moment no one knows how to crack. 


The materials marked neibu faxing (for internal circulation 
only) are printed and circulated but cannot be used by visitors on 
grounds of political sensitivity. However, their scope is shrinking. 
It is hoped that the "internal" materials which have only scholarly 
significance will soon be made available to visitors. 


Some visitors may like to take part in the process of 
verifying politically non-sensitive data in order to understand them 
better and use them more cogently, a wish already expressed to the 
Chinese by the World Bank. The United Nations, for instance, will 
participate in the taking and analysis of the next Chinese population 
census. Apart from this, the Chinese authorities have not shown any 
enthusiasm in allowing visitors to participate in the systematization 
of statistical data. 


Another area in which Chinese-foreign cooperation is likely 
to occur is the study of world economy. The CASS has about 100 
researchers in that general field which is divided into the following 
sections: the USSR and Eastern Europe, the Third World, and the 
Capitalist Countries. In 1981 three autonomous Institutes on the 
economics of America (the United States), Japan, and USSR-Eastern 
Europe will come into being. Canada may be added to the Institute of 
American Economy. The Chinese are interested in contemporary Western 
economic theories, comparative systemic research, business management, 
resources management, public finance, and commerce. 
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2. Institute of Modern Chinese History 
With a strength of 230 researchers (74 seniors), mostly in Republican 
history, the Institute has the following sections: 


a) Political History. More than 20 scholars are now engaged in 
research on specific topics, aiming at the publication of a political 
history of modern China (1840-1919, though the terminus ad quem is 
being reconsidered) in three volumes under the general editorship of 
Liu Danian, director of the Institute. The first volume is already 
published; the final draft of the second is completed, and the third 
will be ready in two or three years. The book covers political 
institutions, voluntary societies and associations, and party 
factions. Then it goes on to analyze thoughts and events. It is 
chiefly an institutional history. 


b) History of Sino-Foreign Relations. About 10 scholars are working 
on a four-volume history of imperialist aggression. The first volume 
appeared some 20 years ago; the second is being written. The book 
deals with military, political, economic, and cultural aggression. 
When its manpower increases, this section will expand into such 
histories as Sino-Vietnamese and Sino-Korean relations. 


c) History of Sino-Russian Relations. A four-volume history of the 
Czarist aggression in China is being done by 12 scholars. The first 
two volumes are published; the third is in press, and the fourth is 

being drafted. This project is designed to refute the arguments put 
forward by the USSR in the 1960s. 


d) General Histony ct China.) ‘This 1s the continuat ton of ithe 
unfinished project of the late Professor Fan Wenlan, which involves 17 
or 18 scholars who have completed the fifth and sixth volumes and will 
go on to compile the rest of a series of 10 volumes. 


ey Histony of the Republics This, li Xin's “brainchild seis a 
six-volume history whose offshoots are the liezhuan (biographies) of 
1,000 eminent people of this period and a chronology. Thirty 
historians, some seconded from other institutions, are engaged in this 
enterprise. 


f{) “Other Projects. There 16 a section on cultural history and 
another on economic history, with only three to five scholars in both 
Of them. What iscalled “cultural' history is weally history “ef -ideas 
or of thought. Two other sections are being considered - one on the 
history of the Chinese revolution and another on contemporary history. 


Research materials 

The Institute has an excellent library of 300,000 volumes, some of 
which are not to be found even in the Beijing Library. Its collection 
of old newspapers and manuscripts is also outstanding. There are five 
materiale ofticers in thasminstatute. 
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The Number 1 Archive (Ming-Qing periods) is troublesome to 
use as most of the materials are not yet sorted or catalogued. The 
India Office Library of London approached this Archive for cooperation 
but to no avail, because the archives on Sino-India trade are still in 
disarray. Other archives - the Qing documents in Shenyang, 
Russo-Japanese War, and the Number 2 Archive in Nanjing - are 
disorderly. Materials that are not yet sorted out, such as local 
historical archives, are unavailable to visitors. Also unavailable 
are the research libraries of party and government departments, for 
instance, archives on Sino-USSR relations and party history. There is 
neither a catalogue of archival materials nor a list of researchers of 
the CASS and therefore such information is normally passed from mouth 
to mouth and is committed to memory. One is often astonished by the 
fact that any Chinese scholar, if he or she is alert, is extremely 
well-informed on who, where, and what. 


The Institute of World History was founded in 1962. After 
a hundred per cent increase in its research personnel in the past 
three years, its present strength stands at 150 - some drawn from 
university faculties and others from newspaper editorial rooms. It 
contains a section on general world history whose task is to compile a 
general history in three to five years on a scale comparable to the 
great world history series published in the USSR. It also has a 
section on Euro-American history with emphasis on the United States 
and a section on Afro-Asian history with emphasis on Japan. No 
attempt is made to develop a section on Latin-American history. 


This Institute has an interest in Canadian history which 
is, however, handicapped - to put it moderately - by a lack of 
expertise and materials. Donald Creighton, Canada's First Century, 
1867-1967, and George Glazebrook, A Short History of Canada, are 
available in Chinese, but only for internal circulation. 


3. Institute of World Religions 

This Institute of a staff a 100 (two-thirds are researchers and seven 
are fellows), who are surprisingly very young (average age of 40 or 
so) compared with the other Institutes of the CASS, has six sections: 
on Buddhism, Christianity, Islam, Confucianism-Daoism, Principles of 
Religion, and Editorial. It cooperates with the University of Beijing 
in the study of South Asian religions (Sikhism and Jainism) and with 
Professor Fei Xiaotong in Judaism in China. In 1981 it is setting up 
a research station on Lamaism in Lhasa, another on Daoism at the 
University of Sichuan, and yet another (headed by Yu Jinxiu) on the 
primitive religions in Yunnan where the Institute has been working 


with sociologists and ethnographers among the Yi people. 


This Institute published the Shijie Zongjiao Ziliao 
(materials on world religions, a quarterly); the Shijie Zongjiao 
Yanjiu (studies in world religions, also a quarterly, planned for 
1981); a dictionary of religions of 6,000 entries in two million 
characters (scheduled for 1981); and translations of the Koran and 
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other Islamic materials into Uighur and Chinese (which is being done 
in Sinjiang and is scheduled for 1981), and of the yinming (logic) of 
Tibetan Buddhism from Tibetan into Chinese, which is being done in 
Lhasa. 


Other research projects of this Institute include: 
Professor Ren Jiyu's seven-volume history of Chinese Buddhism; Guo 
Peng's history of Chinese Buddhism; Yang Zhen's (pen-name) two-volume 
outline history of world Christianity; Ren Jiyu's history of Chinese 
philosophies (already published); an anthology of articles on Islam 
published before 1949; a catalogue of books on Daoism and a table of 
contents and summaries of the Daoist Tripitaka (Dao Zong) which may 
lead to a multi-volume résumé of it; and a continuation of the late 
Professor Chen Yuan's unfinished work on the old and new rubbings on 
Daoism from stone tablets. 


There will be exchange possibilities with foreign scholars 
and institutions starting in 1981. When the CASS building of 17 
storeys is completed in 1982, these possibilities will increase. A 
beginning, however, has already been made with Canadian universities 
such as the Universities of British Columbia, Toronto, McMaster and 
McGill. In China, besides this Institute, there are other centres of 
religious studies located in Urumuchi, the University of Gansu (the 
Islamic Studies Section in the Department of Philosophy), the Academy 
of Social Sciences (ASS) in Xian, the Institute of Religious Studies 
and the faculty of Divinity at the University of Nanjing, and the 
planned Institutes of religious studies in the Sichuan Academy of 
Social Sciences (SIASS) and at the University of Sichuan (to begin 
work in 1981). 


The Institute believes that there is a lack of 
understanding of Chinese culture, history, and religions in Canada, 
particularly the developments in the past 30 years, because Canadians 
rely too heavily on materials obtained in Hong Kong and Taiwan. On 
the other hand, Chinese understanding of Canada is equally deficient. 
In view of language difficulties, it seems necessary to establish a 
translation centre in which scholars of both countries can cooperate 
in rendering Chinese and Canadian authoritative works and the 
essential primary source materials into Chinese or English. In the 
process of translation, both sides can train a generation of young 
scholars to enhance our mutual understanding. 


As soon as the dictionary of religions is completed, the 
Institute will work jointly with the Normal University of Fujian and 
the Number 1 Archive, perhaps also with Canadian institutions, in 
compiling a history of Christian missionaries and converts from 
China. The Institute is also interested in obtaining from Canada, on 
an exchange basis, materials on Judaism, Menonism, and medieval church 
history. If possible, it will send scholars to study medieval church 
history in Canadian Institutes. 
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4. Institute of Minority Nationalities 

The Institute now has five sections: on Theories and Policies, 
History, Linguistics (minority languages are taught at the Academy of 
Minority Studies), Ethnography, and World Minority Nationalities 
(established in August 1980 under the leadership of Ran Xihu). 


At its conference in 1979, the Institute decided on the 
following course of action: 1) To continue the compilation of a brief 
history of all the minorities of China, scheduled for 1983, focusing 
on the relations between minorities (before 1985 there will be a 
conference on the history of the relations of minority nationalities 
which may result in the writing of an outline history on the 
subject). 2) To do linguistics fieldwork aiming at the publication of 
a brief account of all the minority languages (the study of Mongolian, 
Zhuang, and Yao languages is already in an advanced stage). 3) To 
Study the patterns of minority societies (a national conference of 
ethnography was held in Guiyang, Guizhou, in October 1980 which 
discussed the scope and methodology of ethnic studies). 4) To develop 
research in world minority nationalities, especially in the USSR, 
southeast Asia, and the United States with special reference to 
government policies. 


The fieldwork teams of the Institute have collected an 
enormous amount of material (though not in the audio-visual 
medium) since 1956. As very little has been published, almost all the 
materials are for internal circulation and use only, including the 
bi-monthly Minzhu Yizong (translations on minority studies). To open 
these materials to the visitor is a policy decision which can be taken 
only by the Centre. The participation of a Canadian scholar in the 
fieldwork of the Institute also has to be decided by the Centre. In 
addition to poor living conditions in the minority regions, another 
difficulty for the Canadian scholar wishing to do fieldwork is 
obtaining the permission of the Minority Commission. On the other 
hand, the section on world minority nationalities shows a keen 
interest in acquiring information and materials on Canadian policies 
toward native people (including the Inuit), and French-speaking 
Canadians. It would also like to have access to Canadian scholarship 
in Latin American and African studies as well as information on the 
International Anthropological Conference to be convened in Canada in 


1983. 


5. Institute of Sociology 

It is: regrettable that Professor Fei Ziaotong, director of this 
Institute, could not meet with the delegation because of his duties as 
a presiding judge at the trial of "the Gang of Four". According to 
the chief representative, who is obviously not a sociologist as he 
identifies society with the state (shehui jiushi guojia), the 
Institute remains unorganized. The 20 or so scholars gathered 
together are mostly over 65 years of age. According to another 
representative, the Institute is interested in learning Western 
sociological theories which it will forge into the Chinese's own 
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Marxist sociological system. At the same time, the Institute will 
research empirically into social problems - such as those of youth, 
women, labour, the family, and delinquency. 


At present, it is extremely difficult for visiting scholars 
to take part in urban and rural fieldwork and it is impossible for 
them to do in-depth study of Chinese family life by living with a 
Chinese family. 


SICHUAN 
6. Two Teachers' Colleges: the Southwest in Beipei, near Chongqing, 
and the Shanghai - a brief comparison 


Although both schools are "key" colleges directly under the 


jurisdiction of the Ministry of Education, they seem to have developed 
differently. The Southwest College is preoccupied with research in 
regional educational problems, whereas that in Shanghai is more 
forward- and outward-looking. For instance, the Southwest College has 
hardly begun the teaching and research in psychology, but the Shanghai 
has done a considerable amount of translation on that subject from 
French and German and organized a course on it with an enrolment of 
32. The former is not yet ready to receive visiting research scholars 
interested in southwest educational problems while the latter has 
excellent accommodation and dining facilities for them. 


Both colleges are equipped with excellent libraries. (See 
note on libraries.) 


j.. University ‘of Sichuan = “Chengdu 
Following is a summary of the research work under way on campus. 


Philosophy: Research is being done in more recent 
development in Marxism - such as Lukacs and Gramsci —- and in modern 
bourgeois philosophies, including pragmatism and existentialism. The 
Department of Philosophy hopes to have exchanges with Canada. 


Chinese History: The strength of Chinese history in this 
university lies in paleography (oracle bone and bronze inscriptions), 
pre-Qin history, Wei-Jin and the Period of Division, local history of 


Sichuan, and the history of the Tibetans, Yi, Lao, and Qiang peoples. 


In the study of the history of the minorities, the foci of 
attention are the formation and development of the minorities, the 
nature of their societies (referring to economy, politics, and 
culture), etc. Apart from written records, scholars of this 
university also rely on archaeological finds and oral traditions 
collected in the years immediately after 1949. None of the historians 
here who specializes in minority history possesses any knowledge of 
the minority languages concerned. However, if a Canadian scholar 
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comes to work on this subject, he should, according to the 
representative of the Department of History, know the language of the 
minority nationality he studies. 


The Department would like to develop its research in 
United States history, especially the history of Chinese immigration 
(Professor Gu Xuejia is working in this area). 


Both the SIASS and the university have scholars working on 
such topics in modern Chinese history as the Taiping Rebellion, the 
1911 Revolution, the Boxer Movement, and the Warlords from a 
provincial perspective. The research in party history concentrates on 
the Sichuan-Shaanxi base area, the Long March in Sichuan, and the 
party's underground struggles in Sichuan. 


Linguistics and Literature: The research institute has the 
following sections: literature of Tang and Song periods (this is its 
greatest strength, with well-known scholars like Professors Yang 
Mingzhao, Chen Shankai, and Zeng Jun), Han-Chinese linguistics, Guo 
Moruo and Ba Jin, aesthetics and cinematography. The Han-Chinese 
linguistics section studies both classical and modern linguistics and 
literary criticism. More than 10 members of the faculty are engaged 
in the compilation of a dictionary of modern Chinese while the faculty 
member who specializes in cinematography not only shows a remarkable 
familiarity with the Canadian film industry, but also is working on a 
handbook on the film industry of the world. 


Institute of Demography: This is an interdisciplinary 
centre which employs the service of professors in psychology, 
population, sociology, mathematical statistics, biology (ecological 
equilibrium, life-table analysis, and the influence of physiochemical 
factors on fertility rate), and history and a research fellow in 
economics. Its essential work lies in a sample survey of 1,000 
households (both extended and nuclear families) distributed in 
different districts - plain, hills, mountains, and city. The same 
households are surveyed once a year during the summer vacation, work 
which began in the summer of 1980 and will be repeated until trends 
become clear to the researchers. 


As China will take her next population census soon with the 
help of the UN, preparation has begun. At the moment, a team is 
visiting Canada studying family planning and the health care of women 
and children. In February or March 1981 another team, this time of 
demographers, including Professor Zhao Shili himself, was scheduled to 


come to Canada. 


Economics: An institute of economics of the SIASS is being 
planned. Its work will be briefly on systemic research of both 
Sichuan and the nation as a whole, as business enterprises (both state 
and collective) will enjoy an increasing degree of autonomy in so far 
as they will be responsible for their own profit and loss while they 


cooperate with each other. 
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In the study of agricultural modernization, two points of 
research are chosen, one in Xindu (which used to be a model county 
before 1949) and one in Guanghan. On hill and mountain terrain, there 
are only case studies on forestry and animal husbandry in the 
northwest of the province. At the county and commune levels there are 
also studies of the lines of policies - for example, the application 
of scientific technology, organization of labour, coordination of 
agricultural production, processing, and marketing. 


The Department of Economics of the university, on the other 
hand, has three research sections working on 1) Capital, especially 
the theories of value and price in a socialist society, 2) Chinese 
economic history, especially on public finance and the salt industry, 
and 3) history of economic thought of both the Marxian and Keynesian 
schools. Studies in world economy may develop into a research 
section. So far they have concentrated on the study of the EEC, but 
will enlarge their scope to include the world market, economic 
fluctuations, and North American economy (including Canada). 


Exchange Possibilities: With specializations in Canadian 
and U.S. literature, economy, history, and cinematography and with a 
good groundwork laid by visiting Canadian teachers for short (three 
months) and long (a year) periods, the university is naturally 
interested in exchanges with Canadian universities and/or on an 
individual basis. The dean of the faculty of arts proposes to 
exchange visiting scholars. The university 1s prepared to provide 
accommodation which is excellent and other living facilities and lay 
open all the research materials in the university to the visitor. 
Since an agreement now exists between the SSHRC and CASS, fieldwork 
possibilities look promising. 


The university's exchange format with the University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, and Griffith University in Brisbane is that the 
host university is responsible for board, lodging and pocket money 
while the sending country covers travel expenses of the visitor. The 
dean also inquired into the availability of scholarships and 
fellowships in Canada, and the delegation outlined the citizenship and 
residency requirements adding, however, that a limited number of 
university scholarships or fellowships are available on a strictly 
competitive basis to foreign scholars who are registered as MA or PhD 
students. 


The vice-president of the university stressed the language 
requirements for a visitor to work in the host country. He referred 
to some U.S. scholars who had come to study classical Chinese but had 


refused to learn spoken Chinese, a situation which caused a great deal 
of inconvenience. 
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NANJING 


8. The Number 2 Archive (1911-1949) 

The Archive is open to visiting scholars except for its documents on 
diplomatic relations, frontier regions, some military and political 
relations with foreign countries, and some relations with minority 
nationalities. 


There are 910,000 folder numbers of archives, each of which 
may contain several folders. Arranged vertically side by side, they 
extend to some 24 kilometres. The archives come from the Party 
History Bureau of the Guomindang and the National History Bureau of 
the Republic of China. In 1949 the Guomindang burnt a part of them 
and took a part away. Fleeing from Nanjing to Chongqing and then to 
Guangzhou, it left some of the documents behind which were 
subsequently gathered together and are housed here. What it took to 
Taiwan included its own party archives, some diplomatic documents, and 
Some economic ones. The bulk of its secret police archives (both the 
party secret police, the Zhongtong, and the military secret police, 
the Juntong) was carried away. 

The Archive has a plan to publish a selection of its 
holdings in a yet undecided number of volumes under the general title 
of Zhonghua Minguo Dangan Ziliao Huibian (collected archival materials 
of the Republic of China). The first volume on the 1911 Revolution is 
already published and the second volume on the Provisional Government 
in Nanjing is in press. 


The Archive used to have a catalogue which was lost while 
the documents were disturbed during the Cultural Revolution. Now it 
employs 30 people to put the materials into usable order and the work 
which was begun in 1979 will need at least five more years to 
complete. 


At present, the documents are classified according to their 
respective government departments - for example, the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs, the Legislative Council, and so on, and also by 
topics, such as the May 4th Movement of 1919 and the Liberation War of 
1945-1949. In each category the documents are arranged 
chronologically. 


It is therefore absolutely necessary for a visiting 
scholar, once he or she has acquired a sponsoring Institute and 
obtained a visa to come to study, to send to the Archive a detailed 
and precisely defined research plan in Chinese. As the documents are 
written in classical Chinese and no one in the Archive speaks a word 
of English or any other foreign language, the visitor must have a good 
command of both the classical and the vernacular. The rooms in which 
the archives are deposited are closed to the visitor who depends on 
the staff to select and bring out the relevant documents. 
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There is no limit to the number of documents the researcher 
may read each day, which normally lasts from 8 a.m. to noon and then 
from. 1-30 yp7me to 5°30 pam. Gnethevscumere trom icovo1pr mes 
Documents are available the day after the presentation of the research 
plan. The user can either copy out by hand whatever he or she needs 
or ask to have the relevant pages duplicated by machine (there is one) 
at a cost of no less than 20 fen (15¢) a page. 


The Archive has no accommodation for the visitor who may 
use. the: facilities at the University of (Nanjing ‘or in, one, of: the 
hotels which can be arranged by the CASS or China Travel Service. 
Transport by bus or bicycle between these places and the Archive is 
convenient. 


9, University of Nanjing 

The 14 departments of the university have developed 44 
specializations, each of which is open to exchange with its equivalent 
foreign university. The Department of History is probably the 
strongest and its specializations are in the Period of Division (and 
the archaeology of this period), Yuan dynasty, Ming-Qing period, the 
Taiping Rebellion, the economic history of Jiangsu (cotton textile, 
sericulture and silk textile, and other handcrafts). The Chinese 
Department specializes in drama in cooperation with the Institute of 
Dramatic Research and classical (Song poetry) and modern literature. 


There is also the Institute of Religious Studies headed by Bishop Ding 
Guangxun who used to study and work in Toronto. This was the 
University where J.L. Buck had developed a school of agronomy. His 
work may be continued by the Department of Economics in conjunction 
with the Department of Agronomy of the College of Agriculture in 
Nanjing. Other economic research includes work on rural communes, 
business management, and the local industries of Jiangsu. 


After the president of this university, Kuang Yaming's, 
visit to Japan and the U.S.A., inter-university cooperation has grown 
rapidly, mostly with U.S. universities such as Wisconsin at Madison, 
New York at Albany, Johns Hopkins and Harvard. Carleton University 
will enter into negotiations with Nanjing next spring when its 
president comes here. 


The language barrier exists more noticeably among young 
scholars in the humanities than among science scholars. As a result 
some humanities scholars have had their teaching load reduced to 
enable them to study English. Foreign scholars generally have 
language difficulties. To overcome them, the university experimented 
with a refresher course of four to six weeks. After three intensive 
sessions - three to four-and-a-half months - a foreign scholar is said 
to be basically (jibenshang, perhaps, probably, or roughly) 
competent enough to do research. At present the refresher course can 
accommodate 120 scholars and students in one session. This number can 
be increased to 200.

Exchange is usually on a one-to-one basis, with the normal 
financial arrangement.

10. Shanghai Academy of Social Sciences (SASS) 

Over the past two years, rapidly developing Institutes of the SASS 
include: 1) Applied Economics which deals with, among other subjects, 
urban economy, population, industrial systems; 2) Modern Economic 
History which studies the history of various trades and collects 
materials on Shanghai economic history in the hope that a historical 
study of the city may help its modernization; 3) World Economy which 
publishes the World Economic Reports (Shijie Jingji Baodao, a 
fortnighly at present and a weekly in the near future). 


~— The paper has the cooperation of the World Economic Studies 
Association and the Institute of World Economy of the CASS, both 
headed by the vereran economist, Qian Junrui. Its liaison network 
extends to the government departments dealing with economic matters 
and to Hong Kong (the Asian Wall Street Journal and the Far Eastern 
Economic Review). 


The Applied Economics Institute has 11 sections - Industry 
(systemic reform), Agriculture, Population, Finance-Trade, Tourist 


Economics, Accounting, Management, Statistics, Urban Economy (housing, 
pollution, transport, etc.), Information and Statistics, and Combined 
Research. The mayor of Shanghai is particularly interested in the 


section on Urban Economy. 


In history studies, the modern period is strong at both 


Fudan and the SASS. Formerly there were only two sections, Chinese 
and World Histories. Just before the Cultural Revolution, four 
sections were added - Latin American, Historical Geography, Chinese 


Modern, and World Modern. 


Last year, the Central Asian Studies Association was 


inaugurated in Tianjin, with Baoerhan of Xinjiang as the honorary 
president and Chen Hansheng, the renowned agronomist, as its 
chairman. Since the establishment of the association, Fudan has 


created a research team in Central Asian history. 


Research in ancient Chinese history of the SASS 
concentrates on pre-Qin and Ming-Qing periods. The textual study of 
the Bamboo Annals (Zhushu Jinian Kaozheng) is now completed and will 
be published in Shanghai and the study of the peasantry and village 


life is in progress. In the Ming-Qing period, the history of 
Songjiangfu (Shanghai) is the central concern, which is linked up with 


the research in the modern history of Shanghai, ultimately to write a 
complete history of this city. 
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The study of modern economic history is also relevant to 
the Shanghai history project. It deals with 1) national capitalist 
enterprises such as the textile empire of the Rong family, the match 
manufacturing of the Liu family, Dalong machine tools, and Nanyang 
Brothers Tobacco Company; 2) foreign (waiguo, not imperialist, 
tiguozhuyide) capitalist enterprises such as BAT; 3) bureaucratic 
capitalist enterprises such as the Kiangnan Arsenal. The emphasis is 
placed on the study of the first category of enterprises. 


A noteworthy point is that in economic history, the modern 
period means 1840-1949. This periodization may eventually be adopted 
by political historians also. 


Quantitatively and qualitatively, the available materials 
for these projects are uneven. In the case of the Nanyang Tobacco 
there are too many; but in machine tool industry there are too few, as 
Chinese machine tool enterprises were nearly all very small and left 
few written records. The urgent task is to rescue the "live" 
materials by interviewing old workers. 


For its Shanghai history project, the SASS has collected a 
large amount of materials which are being sorted out. Once this is 
done and the materials are catalogued, the collection will be opened 
to visiting scholars. The SASS hopes, on the other hand, to exchange 
with foreign libraries for materials relevant to this project. When 
foreign corporations left Shanghai in 1949, they did not take all 
their records with them. The SASS is therefore in possession of a 
considerable amount of foreign documents. 


Besides research in linguistics, archaeology, and the 
history of science and technology, the SASS is planning to set up an 
institute of sociology to study such problems as juvenile delinquency, 
marriage, population, family planning, and family. 


SUPPLEMENTARY NOTES 


Sichuan Libraries 

In the Chongqing area there are three good libraries - the Southwest 
Teachers' College (visited), Lu Zuofu's collection of congshu in 
Beipei (not visited), and the Municipal Library. All of these are 
strong in Sichuan congshu and Sichuan periodicals published in the 
1920s and 1930s. For books and periodicals published in the period of 
the Resistance War, the Chongqing libraries are excellent, as the city 
was China's wartime capital. 


The Southwest Teachers' College library has a holding of 


800,000 volumes, all of which are catalogued, in spite of the fact 
that it is said to have suffered grievously during the Cultural 
Revolution. The other two libraries here miraculously escaped the 


same fate. 


The library of the University of Sichuan (visited) has 
altogether 1,800,000 volumes, including 300,000 thread-bound books and 
300,000 books in foreign languages. It buys 5,000 foreign books each 
year and receives some 2,000 volumes as gifts from abroad. Most of 
the gifts come from the U.S.A., the second largest group from Japan, 
and the third largest group from Canada. There are over 200 titles of 
periodicals in foreign languages on humanities and social sciences, of 
which about 190 titles are subscribed by the university itself. 


The university library and the Provincial Library in 
Chengdu have excellent collections of Sichuan congshu, Sichuan 
magazines published in the 1920s and 1930s, and the publications of 
the Resistance War period. 


Materials for Internal Circulation Only 
Visiting scholars are denied access to neibu faxing materials on the 
ground that they are not mature enough to be shown to outsiders. 


Neibu faxing, to be sure, is different from neibu ziliao 
(for internal use only). The former is either printed or mimeographed 
for circulation while the latter is either duplicated or not 
duplicated at all. One can understand and should respect the 
confidentiality of the latter because of its political sensitivity or 
the collector's copyright. But one is at a loss to comprehend why the 


former should be inaccessible to visiting scholars. 


To deprive visiting scholars of the right to use neibu 
faxing materials means that they are allowed to use only the published 
and issued books and periodicals which they can buy anywhere Chinese 
books are sold, if they are in the field of contemporary China. There 
does not seem to be any reason for scholars to make a long trip to the 
People's Republic of China to read what they can buy in New York, 
London, Paris or Toronto. Moreover, the neibu faxing material is 
often available abroad in the hands of the intelligence agencies. 
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China's policy on neibu faxing therefore tends to drive Western 
academics to beg at the doors of these agencies. In every sense, it 
is a hindrance to international scholarly exchange and a politically 
undesirable policy. 


C - Report by André Fortier 


Institute of Law 

There are six departments in the Institute of Law: Theory of Law, 
Constitution, Civil Law, Civil Procedures, Criminal Law, History of 
Nation in Law and International Law. The staff numbers 140, of which 
50 are researchers. The main task of the Institute at the moment is 
to help the government in developing appropriate new legislation. 
Much of the present legislation is not meeting current needs. For 
example, the Institute was heavily engaged in preparing the following 
laws now passed by the National Congress: Criminal Law, Organization 
Law of Local Governments, Organization Law of People's Courts, Law of 
Joint Ventures, Criminal Procedures. 


It would seem therefore that much of the research work of 
the Institute is directed to the immediate needs of the government for 
the time being. However, the Department of International Law is very 
interested in comparative studies with Western countries and inquired 
about the work of the Law Reform Commissions in Canada. It was noted 
that the exchange of researchers in law would no doubt raise the 
language problem, since very few Chinese researchers know any English 
or French and vice versa. Nevertheless, there are now a number of 
Chinese specialists in the United States and Eastern Europe. The 
Institute also expressed interest in the exchange of publications; it 
publishes a bimonthly journal: The Law Study of China. 


CHAPTER III - HINTS FOR CANADIAN SCHOLARS 
INTERESTED IN CHINESE STUDIES 


During its two-week visit the delegation attempted to clarify a number 
of questions which had been raised in advance by some Canadian 
scholars, and also gathered a number of impressions which could be 
useful to those who plan to study in China. It should be remembered, 
however, that research and the related political situation are 
evolving rapidly in China and that visiting scholars may find the 
reality quite different from the perceptions of the delegation. This 
chapter should therefore be read merely as a set of useful hints for 
planning research in China. 


First, in relation to the Memorandum of Understanding , 
some scholars asked us before our departure last fall to attempt to 
extend its scope beyond the fields and the organizations covered by 
the CASS in Beijing. For instance, at the University of British 
Columbia, Dr. David Ming-Yueh Liang, ethnomusicologist in Chinese 
music, emphasized the need to include within the agreement the field 
of Chinese music which, in China, is under the jurisdiction of another 
organization under the Ministry of Culture. Others wondered about 
research outside of Beijing, in Chinese universities and provincial 
Chinese academies. 


A careful reading of the agreement would show that it is 
restricted to the fields of common interest between the two 
organizations. On the face of it, this means that only those fields 
in which the Chinese Academy and the SSHRC are both engaged would be 
covered, despite the fact that the SSHRC fields of interest are much 
broader than those of the Academy (a list of the Institutes of the 
Academy and of their directors is shown in Appendix C). This was the 
only basis on which the agreement could be signed since, 
understandably, the Academy is not formally authorized to spend funds 
outside its own mandate. However, the delegation attempted to clarify 
the feasibility of internal arrangements between the Academy and other 
Chinese research organizations for a greater flexibility in the 
agreement. We have been assured that there is no question that the 
agreement covers not only the Institutes of the Chinese Academy in 
Beijing, but also those of the 20 or 25 provincial academies of which 
the Shanghai Provincial Academy is the most developed at the moment 
among the four we have visited. Furthermore, the academies seem to 
have close links with the universities in all the cities we have 
visited and we have been told that every effort will be made to 
accommodate Canadian scholars who wish to conduct research in a 
Chinese university. The same would apply to other national or 
provincial institutes not falling within the responsibility of the 
CASS or the provincial academies. It does appear, therefore, that it 
would be possible for all Canadian scholars in the fields of 
humanities and social sciences, as defined by the SSHRC, to 
participate in the agreement, but only time will tell if the Chinese 
Academy will succeed in making the necessary internal arrangements 
when they involve another decision-making body. This resembles 
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somewhat the position of the SSHRC which must make arrangements with a 
host Canadian university for the Chinese scholars coming under the 
agreement. 


However, during the discussions on this issue and that of 
the recommended scholars, the Academy stressed the limitations on its 
capacity to handle too many complex cases, given the small staff of 
its Foreign Affairs Bureau and the large number of agreements it has 
signed with many countries over the past two years. It would be most 
important, therefore, for Canadian scholars to make advance contacts 
with Chinese scholars and to clear most of the difficulties ahead of 
time. This was particularly emphasized at our meeting with 
Vice-Premier Bo Yibo, who indicated the interest of the Chinese 
government in the development of more individual contacts between 
Chinese and foreign scholars. 


At the same meeting with Vice-Premier Bo Yibo and Wang 
Guangmei (Madame Liu Shaoqi), we were told that the Chinese government 
not only encourages the signing of agreements between its various 
research academies and their counterparts in other countries, but also 
desires that greater contacts be established between Chinese 
universities and foreign universities. Vice-Premier Bo Yibo expressed 
the wish that more Canadian universities entertain bilateral 
agreements with different Chinese universities. Before its departure, 
the delegation was aware of an existing agreement between the 
University of Victoria and Shanghai Normal University, and knew of the 
efforts made by Professor Graham Johnson of the University of British 
Columbia to promote an agreement with Zhongshan University. In China 
we were told that there were contacts between Nanjing University and 
Carleton University with the same objective in mind and more recently 
we had heard that the University of Regina is also having discussions 
with a Chinese counterpart. During our visit the University of 
Sichuan expressed a strong interest in finding an appropriate Canadian 
counterpart for the establishment of an exchange agreement and 
requested the help of the delegation. 


It is the hope of the delegation that some Canadian 
universities will show their interest and we would of course be 
prepared to help with the initial contacts. 


Many of the other difficulties which will be faced by 
Canadian scholars for studies in China have been mentioned in the 
reports of Professors Ch'en and Pulleyblank in Chapter II. However, 
it may be important to stress again some of the major difficulties: 


a) Language. We were told in all the places we visited that 
it is essential to know Chinese relatively well before contemplating 
research in China. In Beijing and Chengdu, a minimum knowledge of 
5,000 Chinese characters was mentioned as a basic requirement. 
Competence in the spoken language is also clearly necessary if 
scholars are to make their way freely and independently in the country 
and to have useful contacts with Chinese scholars. We expect, 
therefore, that in administering the agreement the CASS will want to 
know the degree of language capacity in Chinese for each applicant. 
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b) Accommodation. Accommodation for scholars in Bei jing 
and Shanghai is most difficult. A new guest house for foreign 
scholars is being built in Beijing but there are so many foreign 
scholars in that city that the situation will remain difficult. 
Generally, the standards are not comparable to ours and scholars 
should be prepared to cope with a more spartan life than in Canada. 


c) Fieldwork. The delegation discussed at length during 
its visit the possibility of undertaking fieldwork freely. Despite 
the great evolution of the past few years towards greater freedom for 
research in the humanities and social sciences in China, it is still 
not easy to undertake fieldwork. Permission must be bieeiees in 
advance and the authorities will want to know many details. We would 
strongly recommend that the scholar describe his project as precisely 
as possible with a great amount of detail if he contemplates 
fieldwork. Of course, the difficulties would be fewer if he joined a 
Chinese scholarly group. For instance, it might be possible for a 
scholar interested in Chinese archaeology to ask to be associated with 
the Chinese team of archaeologists at various sites. 


d) Research facilities. Professor Ch'en has already 
referred in his report to the neibu faxing materials and to the 
problems in the use of archives and libraries. Canadian scholars 
should not expect that access to research materials and facilities 
will be as easy as it is in Canada. The reasons for this are diverse 
but one should not underestimate the disarray in which research 
documents, collections and facilities were found after the Cultural 
Revolution. After all the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences was 
established only in 1977, and although progress since that date has 
been remarkable, much more needs to be done. The same applies mutatis 
mutandis to the other organizations we visited. With further progress 
in the organization of research and institutions, greater access to 
research facilities in China can be expected in the years to come. 

The existence of and access to such facilities may vary from one 
location to the other and scholars may wish to take this into account 
in arriving at their decision on the place of study. 


e) Place of study. In a short trip covering only six 

Chinese cities, it is difficult to make recommendations to Canadian 
scholars about the best place to study. Much of this also depends on 
the field of interest of the individual scholar. In general, however, 
the delegation would suggest avoiding Beijing as much as possible in 
spite of its high concentration of excellent Chinese scholars. During 
our visit we found the area of Nanjing and Shanghai to be particularly 
hospitable and rich in research resources (although there is an 


accommodation shortage in Shanghai). The University of Sichuan is 
interested in contacts with Canadian scholars and of course the area 


of Xian would be of great interest to the specialist in ancient 
Chinese history and archaeology. No doubt there are many other 
locations in China which we have not visited but which would be as 


good for Canadian scholars. 
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Appendix A 


MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
ON ACADEMIC COOPERATION BETWEEN THE 
SOCIAL SCIENCES AND HUMANITIES RESEARCH COUNCIL OF CANADA 
AND THE CHINESE ACADEMY OF SOCIAL SCIENCES

In order to further academic exchange and friendly 
cooperation between Canada and China, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada on one side and the Chinese 
Academy of Social Sciences on the other (hereafter referred to as the 
two sides), have come to the following agreement based on the 
principle of equality and mutual benefit. 


ARTICLE IL 
Both sides will carry on exchanges and cooperation in the 
fields of social sciences and humanities of common interest. For this 


purpose, both sides will exchange scholarly visits of all forms on the 
principle of equality with a yearly maximum of 60 person/weeks. 


ARTICLE II 
Both sides, within their respective scope of research, will 
engage in exchanges and cooperation in the research of social sciences 
and humanities in the following forms: 


1. The exchange of individual scholars and delegations 
for study, research and lecturing tours. 


2. The exchange of academic publications and research 
materials. Both sides acknowledge the importance of 
joint research activities and colloquia and will 
examine in the future the possibility of implementing 
such activities. 


ARTICLE III 
1. Both sides will negotiate through correspondence for the actual 
arrangements for exchanging scholars or delegations. They may 
also engage the assistance of their respective embassies if 
necessary. 


2. Each side sending scholars or delegations to the other side should 
obtain the agreement of the other in advance. 
The sending side should inform the host side of the visiting 
scholar's curriculum vitae, field of specialization, language 
ability, and suggested program, etc., three months before the 
visit. On receiving the relevant details of the visiting 
scholar(s), the receiving side should, within two months, inform 
the sending side whether the visit is feasible. Having received 
confirmation from the receiving side, the sending side will be 
responsible for obtaining all passports and visas which are 
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required under existing regulations and should inform the other 


side of the visiting scholar's date and place of arrival and 
flight number three weeks in advance. 


3. The receiving side should provide the visiting scholar(s) with the 
best possible facilities for completing their research program. 


ARTICLE IV 
Financial questions involved in the exchanges of scholars 
and delegations will be settled as follows: 


1. The sending side will bear the international 
travelling expenses and the receiving side will bear 


the domestic travelling expenses (to and from). 


2. The receiving side will bear the expenses for board 
and lodging: 


(a) In Canada, the visiting scholar will receive an 


allowance of $60 per day for a visit of one month 
or léss, and of $1.,000 per month for a visit 
which is longer than one month. 


(b) In China, board and lodging will be provided and 
a monthly out-of-pocket allowance of 100 Yuan. 


3. The receiving side will bear the cost of necessary 
medical and hospital expenses as well as emergency 
dental care. 


4, The visiting scholar(s) will receive no reward for 
lectures delivered during his (their) visit. 


ARTICLE V 
The two sides agree that outside the provisions of the 
Agreement, they may recommend scholars to visit the other country to 
engage in research into social sciences and humanities. Wherever 


possible each side will use its best efforts to facilitate the 
scholars' research programs. 


ARTICLE VI 
This agreement comes into effect on April 1, 1981, with a 
term for three years. If neither side informs the other in written 
form to end this Memorandum of Understanding twelve months prior to 
its termination, its term of agreement will be automatically extended 
for another three years, and this process will be repeated every three 
years. This Agreement may be amended through mutual consultation.
